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London Blacks Riot; More Than 400 Hurt 


LONDON (AP) -.Sixty-nine persons were held for * court 


hearing today after a night at rioting by black immigrants from 
the West Indies ended the annual Calypso Carnival in London's 
Notting Hill district. More than 4M persons were injured, most of 
them in running street fights between police and blacks. About a 
third of the injured were police officers. Authorities said 60 
civilians and » police officers were hospitalized. Those arrested,., 
ndudng seven women, were charged with possession of offensive 
weapons, threatening behavior or assaulting the police. Scotland 
Yard said. 


"It was the worst situation that I have seen in terms of violence 


in my 41 years in the brigade," said Derek Fenton, London com- 


missioner of the St. John's Ambulance Brigade. Motorists 
reported that police at some Thames River bridges were 
searching cars for weapons early today. West Indian community 
leaders said that between 2W.OOO and 308,000 non-white im- 
migrants were in the Netting Hill district of North London when 
the violence erupted on the final night of the three-day festival of 
steel band music, flatnboyant costumes, dancing and singing. It 
has been held during the annual three-day August bank holiday for 
10 years. 


Police sources said gangs of West Indian thieves from South 


London crossed the Thames to prey on the carnival crowds, and 
that the trouble began when several policemen arrested a pick- 


Docket on a crowded street. Black youths tried to rescue him from 
them, and rioting broke out. Blacks began attacking automobiles 
carrying whites, robbing passers-by, smashing shop windows and 
looting the shops, and bombarding police with rocks, bricks, bot- 
tles and beer cans. Police, armed only with short nightsticks, 
grabbed garbagecan lids, boxes and milk-bottle cases for shields. 
Many of them had bloodied faces as they charged gangs of youths 
to clear the streets around Ladbroke Grove and Portobclk) Road. 


A West Indian community leader, Jeff Crawford, said West In- 


dian youths were Incensed by the sight ef large numbers of 
uniformed police in the area on a festive occasion. Scotland Yard 


described the violence as "widespread disorder caused by 
hooligans." 


Britain's 5« million people include 1.8 million West Indian. 


Asian and African immigrants. London's first major racial 
clashes occurred in Hotting Hill in August 1958. As a result of those 
disorders, nine white youths received long prison terms for as- 
saulting non-whites. That ended large-scale racial violence in the 
city until Monday night. In the past two years, blacks have suf- 
fered from growing unemployment, lower-class white Britons 
tearful of black competition have become hostile to the im- 
migrants, and the relations between blacks and the police have 
deteriorated.

WH1TMORE LAKE, Mich. (AP) - Two 16-year-old 


delinquents were freed from the stale boys' reforma- 
tory after an armed attack and threatening phone 
calls linked to two Detroit youth gangs, police said. A 
reformatory staff member let the boys go because he 
feared Detroit youth gangs would raid the W. J. 
Maxey Boys Training School to free the two, said 
Green Oaks Township Police Officer Allan Steinaway. 
"He felt that his life and the lives of the other boys in 
the unit were worth a hell of a lot more than these 
two," Steinaway said. The staff member was not 
identified. 


State officials, however, denied the attack and 


phone calls were linked to gangs. Police said two 
armed youths approached a dormitory unit early Sa- 


turday and fired at least five rounds from a powerful 
9rnm semi-automatic pistol through the closed door. 
No one was hit. Later, a staff member claimed he . 
received several telephoned threats warning that 
unless the two 16-year-olds were freed, another armed 
attack would be launched by the Black Killers and 
Errol Flynns, two youth gangs from Detroit's east 
side. 


The two gangs have been linked to violence Aug. 15 


at Cobo Hall in downtown Detroit, where dozens of 
. spectators at a rock concert were robbed and beaten. 
The staff member released the two youths, but they 
were recaptured by police Saturday and were re- 
turned to a "secure detention area" on the grounds,' 
officers said. Officials of the Michigan Department of 


Social Services, which operates the reformatory, said 
they would investigate. 


The state officials strongly denied there was gang 


involvement in the incident. Training school officials 
said they believe the attackers were relatives of one of 
the two delinquents and that the incident was not tied 
to gangs. 


The two youths who were released are serving sen- 


tences for breaking and entering and felonious as- 
sault, training school authorities said. Virgil Pinck- 
ney, director of juvenile institutions for the social 
services department, said it was the first time that 
shots have been fired in a breakout attempt at the 
reformatory. Slate Police said Monday there have 
been 153 reported escapes so far this year.

POINTE-A-PITRE, 


Guadeloupe (AP) - A vapor 
explosion inside the Soufricrc 
volcano showered 12 scientists 
with rocks and injured two of 
them, officials on, this French 
Caribbean island reported. 


The explosion Monday was the 


largest since the 4,813-toot-higii 
volcano 
began 
emitting 


sulphurous fumes and ashes 
nearly eight weeks ago. But 
volcano experts did not classify 
the blast as an eruption. 


It caught 11 French scientists 


and one Briton' near the rim of 
the fissure that opened in the 
skle of the volcano on July 8. 
Falling rocks blocked the road 
down from the peak, and two 
helicopters rescued the scien- 
tists. 


"We might have been killed if 


it had not been for our hel- 
mets," said Haroun Tazieff, one 
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of 
France's 
leading 
vol- 


canologists. 


Francois Le Gunrn suffered a 


lack injury and a scientist 
named Bof got a cut on a thigh. 
Both were reported in satisfac- 
tory condition.

Fiskc and Kinoshita flew from 


Washington to Guadeloupe last 
week Jo observe La Soufriere. 
Piske said there had been "sig- 
nificant inflation" of the vol- 
canic activity in recent days. 


The government evacuated 


72,090 people living within a 
radius of six miles of La 
Soufriere more than twx> weeks 
ago after scientists predicted a 
major eruption. So far there has 
hem continuous activity inside, 
the crater, repeated explosions 
and numerous earth tremors, 
but not the predicted big erup- 
tion.

"Weather conditions and dry 


ground cover have turned most 
of Michigan into a virtual tinder 
box," Millikcn said.

St. .Joseph township's board of 
trustees is ready to take the next 
step in the construction of a new 
municipal building that is es­ 
timated to cost $300,000.

A Phoenix, Ariz., shopping center development company and a 
real estate subsidiary of a Minneapolis, Minn., based department 
store chain today announced the recent acquisition of a 72-acre 
tract for construction of the long planned Pipestone Mall shopping 
center in Benton township. 


Construction is scheduled to begin in the fall of 1977, with the 
opening targeted for August, 1979, it was announced at a news 
conference, hosted at Berrien Hills country club by the Meyer C. 
Weiner Co., Oak Brook, 111. 


The mall, as projected this morning, will be anchored by three 
major department stores, and will include approximately another 
260.000 square feet of space for other retail shops. 


The 72 acres were acquired by Westeor, Inc., Phoenix, and 
Dayton Hudson Properties, Minneapolis, a subsidiary of Dayton 
Hudson Corp. department store chain. They were acquired from 
Pipestone Development Co. Ltd., a Michigan limited partnership 
comprised of Meyer C. Weiner and Jens J. Jensen, Oak Brook, 111. 


The 72 acres was reported to be in the northern portion of a 
350-acre tract, acquired in 1974 by the Weiner company for the 
mall and an ancillary development. 


The Weiner firm will direct development of the remaining 278 
acres. No construction dates were announced yet for this, but 
Weiner said: 


“When complete, the Pipestone Development will have over 


3.600.000 square feet of buildings with an estimated value in excess 
of $100 million. The total employment of the Pipestone Develop­ 
ment is calculated at over 10,800 people.” 


He said plans call for housing — “Garden apartments, town 
houses, lift*-style, multi-family subdivisions and other dwelling 
complexes will be constructed to accommodate most every hous­ 
ing need.” 


Other uses of the land were listed to include neighborhood and 
convenience retail stores, free standing restaurants, financial in­ 
stitutions and office space. Weiner added that “ a substantial part 
of the Pipestone Development is proposed for an auto-vehicle 
shopping center with automobile dealers, recreational vehicle re­ 
tailers, bicycles and motorcycles...” 


Weiner said the land planning architect for his undertaking is 
Jens Jensen of Jensen and Jensen Architects, Oak Brook, a firm of 
60 years of experience in every phase of architecture and design. 


As to the mall structure. Architectonics of Chicago has been 
named project architect, reported Donald L. Viehmann, president 
of Westeor. Halpert, Neyer and Tiseo of Farmington Hills, Mich., 
will be the civil engineer. 


Viehmann said the mall will include tenant space of about 


260.000 square feet, in addition to three major department stores. 
No names were disclosed initially for the department stores. 


Jerry Sandvig, vice president for planning and construction of 
Westeor, Inc., said since its organization seven years ago, the 
company has become one of the leading shopping center develop­ 
ment firms in the West. He said three major regional centers by 
the firm includes Metrocenter in Phoenix, the state’s first multi­ 
level center. He said Westeor currently is planning the develop­ 
ment of two regional center projects to open each year in the 
Midwest and Western United States. 


Westeor will serve as managing partner for the Pipestone Mall, 
it was reported. 


Dayton Hudson Properties plans, develops, constructs and 
operates shopping locations and handles com plete real estate 
services for all Dayton Hudson retail stores. 


In Michigan, Dayton Hudson Properties owns and operates five 
regional centers, two medical buildings and an office building, it 
was reported. 


Plans for the Pipestone Mall were first announced before the 
Benton township planning commission in January, 1974. The 350 
acres in the summer of 1974 was acquired by Meyer C. Weiner Co. 
from the V-M Corp. It previously was the farm of Dr. Frank King, 
Sr.. who died in 1959. 


The tract is bounded by Pipestone road, 1-94, and Napier avenue, 
and is just east of Fairplam plaza shopping center.

Viking scientists still continue to 


search for signs of life on the planet. 
More experiments are scheduled, and 
the Viking II lander is expected to 
touch down in a region called Utopia 
on Friday, Sept. 3. This site is about 
4,000 miles from Viking I — halfway 
around the plane and much farther 
south. Scientists are more optimistic 
about finding life signs in that area, 
since the atmosphere contains more 
water vapor. 


Life on Mars may still exist even if 


Viking instrument detect no organic 
residue. Most of the organic material 
found in the earth's soil comes from 
i decomposed organisms. Only a small 
amount is from living organisms. .As 
has been pointed out by chief Viking 
biologist Harold P. Klein, it is possible 
that dead organisms are not left to 
decay on Martian soil. Carbon residue 
could somehow be escaping into the 
atmosphere or living Martian micro- 
organisms could be eating the dead 
ones. 


Of all the planets in our solar sys- 


tem, Mars has been considered the 
most likely one to harbor life. The 
planet has long fascinated scientists 
and science fiction writers. Little 
Martian green men have a permanent 
place in our myths and fantasies. But 
what would be the ultimate meaning of 
earth's inhabitants if life were indeed 
to be found on the red planet? For as- 
tronomer Carl Sagan, the discovery of 
life on Mars would strongly indicate 
the existence of life in other solar sys- 
tems. "The conclusion naturally 
presents itself that we might be able to 
communicate, using radio telescopes, 
with intelligent beings on planets of 
other stars," he said in an interview in 
U.S. News & World Report. "That's 
why it will be so exciting if we do find 
life on mars."

believed possible. 


President Ford, for all his 


nigged honesty, has not. 


This is where Mr. Ford need- 


ed Ronald Reagan, Of all the 
candidates 
vying 
for 
the 


nomination on either ticket, 
Reagan atone had the ability to 
get workers climbing out of 
their chairs with enthusiasm. 


I am not referring here to 


ideology, strong or mild con- 
servatism, 
middle-of-the- 


roadism or liberalism. I am 
concerned 
rather 
. with 


something which some men 
have which causes numbers of 
men and women whom they 
scarcely know, whom they've 
never personally met, to choke 
up, to be moved to action with 
strong purpose. 


I noticed a very unusual thing 


at the Republican National Con- 
vention at Kansas City. Usually, 
when a nominee wins, there is a 
heavy switching of votes, by 
delegates and states wishing to 
join the bandwagon. Not so at 
Kansas City. The vote on the 
rides change made it clear that 
Mr. Ford would win; but no 
great move to the President 
followed. To an extent that was 
wholly remarkable the Reagan 
delegates held firm. 


All this with relatively little 


rancor and a great deal of 
friendly give and take with the 
Ford side of the convention. 


Now I submit that this ability, 


as demonstrated by Reagan, to 
gather and hold the allegiance 
of workers nationwide is no 


mean accomplishment — one 
which Mr Ford must find some 
way of brii, -jng to him if he is to 
win the elec km against Jimmy' 
Carter this November- 


There are some win pass the 


Reagan charm off to his acting 
experience, or to his strong 
conservatism. 


I think neither analysis is 


true. 


As an actor he did not create 


the numbers at ardent followers 
won by such as John Wayne, 
Gary Grant or Henry Fonda. 
And tough actors, at one time, 
were regularly asked their poli- 
tical opinions, few have great 
political fallowings. 


As for his conservatism. Note 


that Reagan's followers, almost 
to a man, stood by him after his 
selection 
of Sen. Richard 


Schweiker as his running mate. 
And all in the business have 
Schweiker labeled as a distinct 
liberal. 


What Reagan projects is a 


feeling of a man who believes in 
something who will not give up 
working for what he believes 
whatever comes — and who in- 
vites you in the audience to 
work alongside him. I find that 
he impresses numbers of men 
and women who would not all 
agree with the solutions he 
offers. 


Up close, as at a distance, it 


would appear there is no 
arrogance and no pomposity 
about him; sometimes he gives 
the appearance of being a shy 
young man, even when making 
strong statements. 


There's little doubt that most 


of the Reagan people will end up 
by voting for. Mr. Ford in 
November. But that's not the 
point. Who will inspire these 
men and women to work day 
and night and weekends, and 
thousands more like them, to 
get out the Ford vote among 
Republicans. Democrats and 
Independents?

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Slouch Today, Suffer Soon

NEW YORK - (NEA) - I)r 
Catherine Carlton is appalled by 
women's upstanding attitude 
these days. 


In a phone interview from her 
Fort Worth, Tex., office, the 
president-elect of the American 
Academy of Osteopathy said: 


"There's no pride in posture 
anymore. I seldom see a young 
girl in my office who isn't 
slouching in her chair or with 
one foot tucked up under her. 
Years ago, they used to have 
posture queens. Now, even the 
models roll their shoulders for­ 
ward, for some reason, and this 


isn't good for the looks" 


Those girls slouching in her 
waiting room are there, Dr. 
Carlton says, to complain of 
aches and pains resulting from 
bad posture. And — here's 
where ulcers arc «oing to throb 
on Seventh Avenue — she sees a 
connection 
between 
current 


BACK AND NECK PAINS? Do you suffer back and neck pains? It may be due to 
bad posture. Common positions that may cause chronic aches are, left, the Venus 
de Milo stance of tilting to one side;, top center, sitting on one foot; top right, 
holding phone between ear and shoulder, and bottom, propping up the head to 
read or to watch TV. All these distort the straight line of the spine and prevent 
“ good function,” according to Dr. Catherine Carlton, president-elect of the 
American Academy of Osteopathy.

and 
crumpled 
carriage. 


“The slouchv, loose clothes 
don’t hold the stomach in which 
doesn’t help the posture any,” 
she says. “ You see, all the 
nerves to all the organs of the 
body make their exit from the 
spine and if the organs of the 
body are going to get the lx*st 
impulses, they are going to 
come from an area that's 
straight. 


“ Ideally, a woman should 
keep her muscles toned by 
walking a lot or sw imming and 
hanging from a crossbar twice a 
day to straighten the spine.” 


If, however, she’s relying on 
loose clothing to camouflage 
lazy muscles, “She should wear 
a little garter bolt. I’m not too 
crazy about girdles. A tight one 
backs up the venal blood in the 
legs and causes varicose veins. 
And I don’t think women should 
wear pantyhose all the time 
because it prevents air from 
getting to the vagina which 
makes it more likely to get a 
fungus there.” 


The empire waistline, she 
says, “ restricts the motion of 
the rib cage and you can’t 
breathe. So you can’t aerate the 
blood as well. You’d do better to 
have the waist at the natural 
waistline. 


“And when young ladies go 
without bras, it will make their 
breasts sag and break the tis­ 
sues. It’s better having support 
there and possibly help hold up 
the shoulder.” Especially for 
those well endowed. 


Speaking of shoulders, since 
85 per cent of humanity is 
riiihthanded, she says, “ we 


drop the right shoulder often 
Ixvause we’re always reaching 
down for things with our right 
hands. That puts a curve in the 
spine to the ri«ht, which crowds 
the rib cage w here the concavity 
is and isn’t good for the lungs.” 
Use your left hand more, she 
urges. “ (let acquainted with 
it.” 


And lighten up that shoulder 
bag nd alternate it from one 
shoulder to the other. 


The “best bet in shoos.” she 
says, “ is one that’s no higher 
than an inch and a half and 
offers some support in the arch. 
If the arch goes down, the knee 
tends to roll in so you become 
knock-kneed, so to speak. If you 
have a little bit of an arch, you 
walk correctly, stepping first on 
the heel of the foot, then the 
outside and finally the toes. 
That's perfect. You tend to have 
a better knot' and a better back 
which means if you have good 
structure, you have good func­ 
tion.’ No lower back pams, in 
other words. 


“Sneakers are all right for 
tennis but not to wear all day 
long. A low-heeled sandal is fine 
if it has support. Just because 
it s open to the air doesn’t mean 
it’s bad. And the Earth shoe is 
excellent. I !)elieve it helps the 
posture by changing the center 
of balance. In pregnant women 
where they tend to be front 
heavy, this tilts them back.” 


So, ladies, put that bra on, 
tuck that stomach in under that 
tunic, and get that left hand 
moving. And, to make sure 
you're standing up straight. Dr. 
Carlton offers a simple precau­ 
tion: look in the mirror.

PIPESTONE MALL START SCHEDULED 


Opening Of Big 


Shopping Center* 
Planned In 979 


A Phoenix, Ariz., shopping center development company and a 


real estate subsidiary of a Minneapolis, Minn., based department 
store chain today announced the recent acquisition of a 72-acre 
tract for construction of the long planned Pipestone Mall shopping 
center in Benton township. 


Construction is scheduled to begin in the fall of 1977, with the 


opening targeted for August, 1979, it was announced at a news 
conference, hosted at Bemen Hills country club by the Meyer C. 
Weiner Co., Oak Brook. 111. 


The mall, as projected this morning, will be anchored by three 


major department stores, and will include approximately another 
260,000 square feet of space for other retail shops. 


The 72 acres were acquired by Westcor, Inc., Phoenix, and 


Dayton Hudson Properties, Minneapolis, a subsidiary of Dayton 
Hudson Corp. department store chain. They were acquired from 
Pipestone Development Co. Ltd., a Michigan limited partnership 
comprised of Meyer C. Weiner and Jens J. Jensen, Oak Brook, 111. 


The 72 acres was reported to be in the northern portion of a 


350-acre tract, acquired in 1974 by the Weiner company for the 
mall and an ancillary development. 


The Weiner firm will direct development of the remaining 378 


acres. No construction dates were announced yet for this, but 
Weiner said: 


"When complete, the Pipestone Development will have over 


3,600,000 square feet of buildings with an estimated value in excess 
of $100 million. The total employment of the Pipestone Develop- 
ment is calculated at over 10,800 people." 


He said plans call for housing — "Garden apartments, town 


houses, life-style, multi-family subdivisions and other dwelling 
complexes will be constructed to accommodate most every hous- 
ing need." 


Other uses of the land were listed to include neighborhood and 


convenience retail stores, free standing restaurants, financial in- 
stitutions and office space. Weiner added that "a substantial part 
of the Pipestone Development is proposed for an auto-vehicle 
shopping center with automobile dealers, recreational vehicle re- 
tailers, bicycles and motorcycles..." 


Weiner said the land planning architect for his undertaking is 


Jens Jensen of Jensen and Jensen Architects, Oak Brook, a firm of 
6(1 years of experience in every phase of architecture and design. 
' As to the mall structure, Architectonics of Chicago has been 
named project architect, reported Donald L. Viehmann, president 
of Westcor. Halpert, Neyer and Tiseo ol Farmington Hills, Mich., 


, will be the civil engineer. 


Viehmann said the mall will include tenant space of about 


260,000 square feet, in addition to three major department stores. 
No names were disclosed initially for the department stores. 


Jerry Sandvig, vice president for planning and construction of 


Westcor, Inc., said since its organization seven years ago, the 
company has become one of the leading shopping center develop- 
ment firms in the West. He said three major regional centers by 
the firm includes Metrocenter in Phoenix, the state's first multi- 
level center. He said Westcor currently is planning the develop- 
ment of two regional center projects to open each year in the 
Midwest and Western United States. 


Westcor will serve as managing partner for the Pipestone Mall, 


it was reported. 


Dayton Hudson Properties plans, develops, constructs and 


operates shopping locations and handles complete real estate 
services for all Dayton Hudson retail stores. 


In Michigan, Dayton Hudson Properties owns and operates five 


regional centers, two medical buildings and an office building, it 
was reported. 


Plans for the Pipestone Mall were first announced before the 


Benton township planning commission in January, 1974. The 350 
acres in the summer of 1974 was acquired by Meyer C. Weiner Co. 
from the V-M Corp. It previously was the farm of Dr. Frank King, 
Sr. who died in 1959. 


The tract is bounded by Pipestone road, 1-94, and Napier avenue, 


and is just east of Fairplain plaza shopping center.

"The slouchy, loose clothes 


don't hold the stomach in which 
doesn't help (he posture any." 
she says. "You see. all the 
nerves to all the organs of the 
body make their exit from the 
spine and if the organs of the 
body are going to get the best 
impulses, they are going tu 
come from an area that's 
straight. 


"Ideally, a woman should 


keep her muscles toned by 
walking a lot or swimming and 
hanging from a crossbar twice a 
day to straighten the spine." 


If, however, she's relying on 


loose clothing to camouflage 
lazy muscles, "She should wear 
a little garter belt. I'm not too 
crazy about girdles. A tight one 
tracks up the venal blood in the 
legs and causes varicose veins. 
And I don't think women should 
wear pantyhose all the time 
because it prevents air from 
getting to the vagina which 
makes it more likely to get a 
fungus there." 


The empire waistline, she 


says, "restricts the motion of 
the rib cage and you can't 
breathe. So you can't aerate the 
blood as well. You'd do better to 
have the waist at the natural 
waistline. 


"And 
when young ladies go 


without bras, it will make their 
breasts sag and Break the tis- 
sues.. It's better having support 
there and possibly help hold up 
the shoulder." Especially for 
those well endowed. 


Speaking of shoulders, since 


85 per cent of humanity is 
righthanded, she says, "we 


drop the right shoulder often 
because we're always reaching 
down for things with our right 
hands. That puts a cunt- in the 
spine to the right, which crowds 
the rib cage where the concavity 
is and isn't good for the lungs." 
Use your left liand more, she 
urges. "Get acquainted with 
it." 


Ami lighten up that shoulder 


bag nd alternate it from one 
shoulder to the other. 


The "best bet in shoes," she 


says, "is one that's no higher 
Hum an inch and a half and 
offers some support in the arch. 
IT the arch goes down, the kne« 
tends to roll in so you become 
knock-kneed, so to speak. If you 
have a little bit of an arch, you 
walk correctly, stepping first on 
the heel of the foot, then the 
outside and finally the toes 
That's perfect. You tend to have 
a better knee, and a better back 
which means if you have good 
structure, you have good func- 
tion.' No lower back pains, in 
other words. 


"Sneakers are all right for 


tennis but not to wear all day 
long. A tow-heeled sandal is fine 
if it has support. Just because 
it's open to the air doesn't mean 
it's bad. And the Eanh shoe is 
excellent. I believe it helps the 
posture by changing the center 
of balance. In pregnant women 
where they tend to be front 
heavy, this tilts them back." 


So, ladies, put that bra on, 


luck that stomach in under that 
tunic, and get that left hand 
moving. And. to make sure 
you're standing up straight, Dr 
Carlton offers a simple precau- 
tion: look in the mirror.

In c‘ssence, it includes whole 
grain cereal products, high 
fiber fruits and vegetable's, nuts 
and seeds. F'inely processed 
flour products, rehned sugars 
and low roughage foods con­ 
tribute nothing to this new food 
concept. 
Flour products should be 
made from whole gram rye 
flour, whole wheat four, soy 
flour, whole grain corn meal or 
grain buckwheat flour. 
Dr. 
Reuben says that the simplest 
iTH'ans of meeting the high fiber 
daily requirement is to use 
unprocessed 
nuller’s 
bran, 
taking two teasp<M)nsful in a full 
glass of water each day before 
meals. Or, the bran can be 
included in cereal or mashcKl 
into fruit.

Frank Vcliz. who himself 


grew up in a migrant family, is 
doing his social service field

as 
director 
of 
the 


program. He is a senior social 
work student at AU. 


"We are serving now a small 


portion of Berricn county," 
Veliz says. "I have calls every 
day from families outside our 
area for services to their 
children. We could use three 
more centers in the Berrien 
county area." The program also 
serves parts of Cass county. 


Activities 
at 
the 
center 


include trails and stories read 
in both Spanish and English. In 
addition, staff members lake 
the infants to a Berricn clinic 
for immunizations and physical 
exams. 


State day care inspectors 


were favorably impressed with 
the program, according to 
Vcliz. 


Veliz also reportsa positive 


attitude toward the program 
among parents. An open house 
for parents was held Aug. 15.

"What we would like is to 


have more contact with families

Don^t Let 1st Roadblock Halt Home Reading Train

CHAPTER SEVEN 
As you begin teaching your 
child to Wend letter sounds 
together, and sound out little 


for even the slightest ac­ 
complishment. Children thrive 
on praise if it is honestly given, 
and you know by now that you 
can’t fool your child. Encourage 
him to try again when he is 
wrong, praise him if he is right. 


your dictation to reinforce their 
memory in reading. And all 
children need this spelling and 
writing practice. 
The sound of the short “e”, as 
in bed and n»n, may test your 
patience, for it is easy to con- 


‘Remember: donh push your child to read fast. 


Speed and fluency come with practice...’ 


words, you may run into your 
first small roadblock. 
Some children simply seem 
unable at first to slide the initial 
consonant sound smoothly into 
the vowel sound, although some 
will pick it up immediately. 
They must learn to put the 
sounds together: “ ca—t, cat,” 
“ru—b, rub,” etc. Most of the 
slow starters will learn to do 
this with a reasonable amount of 
practice; all will get it even­ 
tually. 
Remember: don’t push your 
child to read fast. Speed and 
fluency come with practice and 
mastery of the process. You 
didn’t ask your child to run 
before he could walk; don’t ask 
him to whiz through even the 
most simple words until he is 
ready. 
Be generous with your praise. 


and never scold him for making 
mistakes. (If he won’t sit still, 
or if he keeps trying to distract 
attention from the lesson — 
scold him if you want; but don’t 
scold him for making a mistake 
when he is trying to learn.) 
When 
all 
the 
consonant 
sounds and the sound of the 
short “a” have been mastered, 
move on to the other short vowel 
sounds, one at a time: “i” as in 
it and pin, “o” as in not and 
dog, “u” as in fun and mud. 
By now, you have added so 
many words to your child’s 
reading, writing and spelling 
vocabulary that much of your 
practice can bi> achieved by 
reading little story b(wks. 
Eiut 
don’t 
forget: 
many 
children need constant practice 
writing the sound symbols in 
proper order in words from 


fuse with the short “i” (pen and 
pin). 
Think of it this way: when 
your child really knows all the 
consonant sounds and the short 
vowel sounds, and uses them 
automatically to read new little 
words almost instantly, your 


main battle is won. The rest is 
just adding to, and perfecting, 
an already learned basic skill. 
You know, and he knows, that 
he is going to be a successful 
reader. 
From this point, you are 
ready to introduce some of the 
common consonant blends, the 
"gl” in glad, the “dr” in drip, 
the “tw” in twig, etc. Next are 
the long vowel sounds, and most 
of you will find these quite easy 
to teach. By now your child will 
be able to read two-syllable 
words as well as all those short 
ones. From time to time, you 
will be teaching him some of the 
relatively few irregular words 
he will come across in his early 
reading, words that don’t follow 
phonetic pronunctions words — 
you, of, are, come, they, said.

diseases and the diet of modern, 
urban men and women. What 
they discovered was a shocking 
indictment of current nutri- 
tional practices." 


Dr. Reuben 
states that 


"modern diets are glaringly 
deficient in that single subs- 
tance, fiber (or roughage), that 
is very likely related to a long 
and disease-free life. 


"Affluent Americans," 
he 


says, "are eating a high-priced, 
high prestige diet that leads 
them directly to cancer of the 
colon, heart attacks, obesity and 
hypertension." 


I am writing this column to 


tell you that the high fiber diet 
is guaranteed to prevent all the 
ills of man. Rather, I want to 
call attention to some potential 
possibilities that formerly may 
have been overlooked. 


What is a high roughage diet? 


In essence, it includes whole 
grain cereal products, high 
fiber fruits arid vegetables, nuts 
and seeds. Finely processed 
flour products, refined sugars 
and low roughage foods con- 
tribute nothing to this new food 
concept. 


Flour products should be 


made from whole grain' rye 
flour, whole wheat four, soy 
flour, whole grain corn meal or 
grain buckwheat flour. Dr. 
Reuben says that the simplest 
means of meeting the high fiber 
daily requirement is to use 
unprocessed 
miller's 
bran, 


taking two teaspoonsful in a full 
glass of water each day before 
meals. Or, the bran can be 
included in cereal or mashed 
into fruit. 


Before embarking on such a 


program of high roughage, 
readers should do so only after 
specific approval by their doc- 
tors.

between 
subjects. 


Another technique to keep your 
mind from wandering is to 
begin with your most boring 
subject — or the hardest one — 
and work toward the easiest or 
your favorite. 


STUDY SIMILAR SUBJECTS 


AT SEPARATE TIMES. Brain 
waves are like radio waves; too 
little space between ' inputs 
causes interference. The more 
similar the kinds of learning, 
the more interference, so 
separate study periods for 
similar subjects. Never study 
one foreign language right after 
another, for example. 


AVOID STUDYING DURING

YOUR READING; it

takes less time in the long run. 
Try this OK4r method devised 
by Dr. Walter Pauk: 


0 — overview'. Read title, in- 


troductory and summarizing 
paragraphs and all headings. 


K — key ideas. Go back and 


skim the text for the key ideas 
(usually found in the first sen- 
tence of each paragraph). Also 
read the italics and bold type, 
balloted sections, itemizations, 
pictures and tables. 


4R — Read the assignment, 


recall by saying a few words the 
major points, reflect on its sig- 
nificance, review before the 
test. 


Also, devise a color and sign 


system for marking your per- 
sonal books, clue lecture notes 
and underline textbooks only 
sparingly. Learn the note-taking 
system experts recommend.

a concrete room, authorities

24 hours. 


Fight workers and two nurses 
who work at a medical facility 
at the plant were contaminated. 
Six of the workers were washed 
clean of radioactive material 
shortly after the explosion and 
sc*nt home. The two nurses were 
washed off and returned to 
work. 


One worker, the only one in 
the room at the time of the 
blast, was cut in the face and 
shoulder by flying glass. He and 
a second man who came to his 
aid suffered the highest radia­ 
tion doses. Authorities said they 
did not know how long the in­ 
jured man would need treat­ 
ment but said they expected the 
other worker to be released 
today.

Violators will face a possible 
*HHI fine and three-m onth jail 
term.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Taxpayers found their legislators cost 
$140.000 each to maintain for the first 12 m onths of this fiscal year 
— 10 iH*r cent more than last year. But even so, the $21.0 million 
the 148-member legislature spent on itself shows restraint. Last 
year’s figure represented a 25 per cent jum p over that of the year 
Iiefore. A check of the records shows that the legislature has not 
even spent all of the $23.4 million it appropriated for this year. The 
final results aren't in yet, however, since the current fiscal year 
has lx*en extended thr<*e months to Sept. 30 to help balance the 
books. Over the first 12 months, however, state spending increased 
only 7 per cent. At the sam e tim e the num ber of legislative 
employes, including part tim e workers, rose 8 per cent from 985 
people last fiscal year to 1.065 — during a period in which the total 
number of all state government employes showed a 1 per cent 
drop.

State Lotterv Director Peter 


M. Simmons said 1 million 
tickets had been printed for 
“Touchdown” and another 1 
million for "Football Bonus.” 
Hut he did not expect sales to 
come anywhere near the 2 
million figure for the first week.

“throwaways” since the ticket 
itself is not valid until marked 
and paid for. 


The first tickets are prepared 
for pro football games to be

Lottery players pick winners 
from prepared lists of weekly 
games and place bets ranging 
fmm$l to $10.

McCovey Mad About A ’s Deal 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — “I had a couple of places in mind for next 
year and Oakland wasn’t one of them ,” says Willie McCovey after 
being sold to the Oakland A s. “ I’m not sure 1 want to go at all.” 


As the San Diego Padres announced a straight cash deal for 
their holdout hitter, McCovey said he got a telephone call from 
Charles O. Finley, owner of the A’s. and Manager Chuck Tanner. 


In Oakland, Tanner said he plans to use McCovey at first base 
and as a designated hitter with Billy Williams and late-inning 
pinch hitter. Tanner said McCovey will be placed on the roster 
Wednesday. 


“Now we have an extra first baseman and we have two great 
left-handed designated hitters,” Tanner said. 


The A’s also plan to call up Nate Colbert from their Tucson farm 
club Wednesday, Tanner said. He is an outfielder, first baseman 
and right-handed designated hitter. 


The A's want McCovey as a designated hitter to help them 
overtake Kansas City in the last five weeks of the American 
League’s Western Division race. But McCovey said he refused to 
report for Monday night 's game in Oakland against the New York 
Yankees. 


“ I’ll have at least a couple of days to think about it,” said 
McCovey, who was looking forward to playing out his contract, 
trimmed to $100.(100 with an automatic 20 per cent cut as he and 


the Padres failed to come to terms. 


The 6-foot-4, 220-pounder reacted bitterly to the news which 
came as the Padres prepared to fly to Pittsburgh. McCovey. now 
38, said: “ People talk about racial discrim ination, but I was 
discriminated against because of my age.” 


He was reduced to pinch hitting duty and replaced by young 
Mike Ivie at first base when his batting average fell to .204 in 
mid-July. 


“ I led the team in home runs the last two years,” said McCovey, 
who was rookie of the year with the San Francisco Giants in 1959 
and the National League’s Most Valuable Player in 1969 when he 
hit .320 and 45 home runs. 


In 1973. he was traded to San Diego for pitcher Mike Caldwell 
and smacked 45 homers in his two full seasons with the Padres. 


A dangerous hitter still, McCovey batted .253 with 22 homers and 
03 runs batted in for the Padres in 1974 and was credited with 
revitalizing San Diego’s fan interest. 


The downslide at the plate was gradual. In 1975, he hit .225 and 
23 homers, driving in «8 runs. McCovey was batting .202 after 71 
games this season, clouting seven homers with 37 runs batted in. 
He's 14th on baseball’s all-time homer list with 405.

MSU To Get Big lO’s 
Ruling Within 3 Weeks 


SCHAUMBURG, 111. (AP) — Michigan State University should know within three 
weeks what its penalties will be for alleged rulebreaking in its football program, ac­ 
cording to Big Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke. 


Duke said Monday MSU filed its final formal response last week to a second set of 
allegations raised against the school’s program earlier this year. 


In April, the school filed a 250-page response to formal allegations of improprieties 
that were raised last fall. 


MSU has been awaiting the Big Ten decision since January, when the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association socked it with three years’ probation. 


Duke said that probation likely will cost the conference some $1 million in lost 
television revenue because under the probation, the Spartans cannot appear on TV or in 
bowl games. 


Television revenues are split among the 10 schools in the conference, so all will suffer 
from MSU’s situation. 


Reports have indicated the allegations now under study by the Big Ten are unrelated 
to the 34 violations, mostly in recruiting, for which MSU was cited by the NCAA. 


Duke said though the MSU matter could be resolved in three weeks, a dissent from 
any Big Ten member on the proposed punishment or remedial action could further 
delay the conference’s final verdict.

1976 Turn-Around Season For Hoosiers — Corso 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP) — Lee Corso isn’t promising a na­ 
tional or Big Ten championship, or even a winning season. 


All he says is that the Indiana Hoosiers are better than they were 
last year, that they have more speed and quickness, more 
• experience, more depth, better defense and the best returning 
running back in the nation. 


Whether that’s good enough to win any games will depend on 
whether Corso can put all these factors together, while avoiding 
key injuries. 


And, with 41 returning lettermen, including seven starters on 
offense and seven on defense, Corso believes 1976 can lie a turn­ 
around season for a football team that has produced just three 
winning campaigns in the last 28 years. 


“ I think I have 99 per cent of the people involved in our program 
in direct accord with the way things are being done and believing 
they art* being done properly,” said Corso, whose three years as 
Indiana coach have produced a 5-27-1 record, including 2-8-1 last 
season. 


“Of course, success is usually based on winning. We’re more 
solid and I feel more comfortable with this squad. We’ve got more 
speed and quickness, both offensively and defensively. We can 
beat any of the teams on our schedule. I didn’t think that way my 


first three years. We’ve got the opportunity to be competitive 
enough to do that.” 


The Hoosiers’ schedule, however, is no pushover, with the likes 
of Nebraska, North Carolina State, Ohio State and Michigan — all 
bowl participants last year. 


“ Defense has got to be the key to our season,” the coach said. 
“ And our planning and thinking is geared to that concept.” 


The Hoosier defense showed improvement late last season, 
allowing just 32 points in the last three games. But the offense 
managed only 22 points in those three games — two losses and a tie 
— and averaged just 9.4 for the year 
“ If we can continue that defensive pace, add more diversifica­ 
tion and long-range striking ability to the point we can score at 
least 17 points a game, we’ll have a good football team ,” Corso 
said. 


Indiana’s chief offensive threat is senior tailback Courtney 
Snyder, who already holds nearly every Hoosier rushing record 
and needs 925 yards this season to become the Big Ten’s No. 2 
all-time rusher behind Archie Griffin. 


The 6-foot-2, 194-pound runner from Steubenville, Ohio, gained 
1,103 yards last year, 444 more than the rest of the team combined 
At quarterback, there’s still a two-way battle between Bob 


Kramer, who played in 1973 and 1974 but was red-shirted last year, 
and Terry Jones, a two-year starter who led the Big Ten in passing 
in 1974. 


The fullback will be Ric Ems, a junior, who gained 427 yards in 
105 carries last season. Corso has indicated he may use Snyder, 
Ems and speedster Darrick Burnett, who he considers the team’s 
best breakaway threat, in the same backfield at times. 


Returning at flanker will be Keith Calvin, who caught 25 passes 
for 309 yards last season 
Calvin "was our fastest wide receiver last year,” Corso said. 
“He hasn’t lost any speed but he’s probably the slowest now. Ob­ 
viously we’re much quicker to the outside.” 


The Hoosiers also will be counting again on offensive guard Joe 
Doggctt. tackle Craig Brinkman, cornerback Willie Wilson and 
defensive end Carl Smith 
“ We’ve got the nucleus of a good defense with more speed than 
we had last year.” Corso said. "And we return some good depth 
with young people up in the trenches where it’s very important.” 
"We could use more options, more passing and I hop«' we’ll be 
more explosive than last year. With faster receivers and the ability 
of our quarterbacks to throw deep we should be able to strike long 
and outside.” 


Raterink is at the quarterback 
slot. Vying for the spot is 
sophomore Dennis Warkentien 
(5-10, 160) and senior Jim 
Smola (6-4. 175). Warkentien 
was the junior varsity field 
general last season while Smola 
sat out most of the 1975 cam ­ 
paign with an injured foot. 


On the line for the Raiders 
will be guards Mike Fuentes, a 
5-10, 185 pound junior, and 
senior Brett Ferros (5-11, 165). 
Tackles will be Taylor and 
junior Gary Penning (6-0, 185). 


The end spots are up for grabs 
with junior Jim High (6-0, 185) 
and junior Bruce Bohn (5-11.

LANSING (AP) - The Na­ 
tural Resources Commission 
has set Oct. 6-Nov. 24 as duck 
season in Michigan. 


The season will last 50 days, 
the same length as last year, 
and will allow hunting of 23 
migratory game birds. 


The commission 
also set 
Michigan’s goose season to last 
from Oct. 1-Nov. 30 for the 
Upper Peninsula and northern 
Lower Michigan; and Oct. 6- 


Nov. 30 for southern Lower 
Michigan. 


But 
in 
special 
goose 
management areas, the seasons 
are different. In the Saginaw 
county management area, hunt­ 
ing days will be from Oct. 1 to 
whenever the quota has been 
reached. In the Allegan county 
management area, the season 
will be Oct. 20-Nov. 14. 


Bag limits on ducks and mer- 


gansers were again set on the 
100-point system to regulate the 
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taking of birds based on their 
population levels. 


Federal guidelines decreased 
the point value from 35 to 25 on 
the baldpate, oldsquaw, scoter, 
ruddy, 
bufflehead 
and 
goldeneye ducks, male mallard 
and nngneck(>d duck. 


The point value was increased 
from 10 to 15 on the scaup, pin­ 
tail, blue-winged teals, gadwall, 
shoveller, and common and 


redbreasted mergansers. 


Oother point value are 100 on 
canvasbacks only; 70 points for 
redhead, female mallard, black 
duck, wood duck and hooded 
merganser. As in past years, 
canvasbacks and redheads can­ 
not be hunted in southeastern 
Michigan. 


Under the point system, a 
hunter must stop when the point 
value of the ducks he has killed 
that day reach or exceed 100.

Paw Rivers offer canoeists 
fishing, 
easy 
paddling and 
sightseeing in some picturesque 
wilderness 
areas 
of 
West 
Michigan, according to Au­ 
tomobile Club of Michigan. 


Both rivers got their names 
from the Potawatomi Indians 
who 
roamed 
their 
banks 
hundreds of years ago 
Paw 
Paw was the Indian name for 
the trees that still grow along 
the river. 


Kee-Kalamazoo. 
meaning 
“ where the water boils in the 
pot,” was applied to that river 
by Indians who noticed the 
whirling motion of the stream 's 
eddies. 


The name also was given to a 
trading post established on the 
riverbank in 1823, but six years 
later, the area's first permanent 
settler, Titus Bronson, renamed 
the post in his own honor. 


The Indian name was adopted 
again in 1836 by temperance- 
advocating townsfolk who were 
angered by Bronson’s love of 
liquor, but they shortened it to 
Kalamazoo. 


The Paw Paw’s east branch 
begins at Little Paw Paw Lake 
in Kalamazoo county while the 
west branch starts in Van Buren 
county. The two branches meet 
in Maple Lake in Paw Paw and 
travel north until joining the 
north branch, which has its 
start in Van Buren county’s 
Wolk Lake. The river's main 
branch then proceeds westward 
through Van Buren and Berrien 
counties until it flows into the 
St. Joseph River just short of 
Lake Michigan. 


While almost all of the Paw 
Paw is canoeable. the stretch 
recommended 
for 
canoeing 
begins in Van Buren county at 
County 
Road 
681 
midway 
between 
Hartford 
and 
Lawrence Some 40 miles and 
two to three days of paddling 
later, the Paw Paw flows into 
the St Joseph river at Benton 
Harbor-St. Joseph 


The river winds its wav 
through mostly private land — 
densely wooded and with deer, 
muskrat, ducks and other wa­ 
terfowl Between Watervliet and 
Benton Harbor, the Paw Paw 
traverses the Sarett Nature 
Center, a stopping spot for 
migratory waterfowl in spring 
and fall. 


It is a nice, easy stream that 
touches only one big city — 
Benton Harbor — and has only 
two dams, one at Paw Paw and 
the other at Watervliet. 


Both the East and West 
branches of the Paw Paw are 
rated good trout streams. The 
main branch from Paw Paw 
downstream to the Watervliet 
Dam produces catches of pike, 
bass, 
panfish and suckers. 
Some steelhead and salmon can 
be caught just below the dam. 


The Kalamazoo River is at 
least twice the length of the Paw 
Paw. Its south branch begins in 
a Hillsdale county swamp while 
the north branch starts at Far- 


well Lake in Jackson county. 
The two branches meet at Al­ 
bion in Calhoun county, where 
the 
main 
branch 
proceeds 
westward to Kalamazoo county, 
through Allegan county and 
finally to I^ake Michigan. 


Although the Kalamazoo has 
many portages — there are 18 
dams between its headwaters 
and its mouth near Saugatuck — 
the 
river 
is 
considered 
manageable by an 
average 
canoeist. 


The Kalamazoo River Canoe 
Trail covers SO miles through 
Calhoun, 
Kalamazoo 
and 
Allegan counties and take five to 
six days. The trail starts at 
Homer, south of Albion, and 
ends where the river meets 
Lake Michigan. 


Probably the most attractive 
portion of the trail starts at 
Echo Point, two miles northwest 
of Allegan on Monroe Road 
Canoeists have three miles of 
I^ake Allegan to paddle before 
they must take out east of the 
Allegan Dam for a portage to a

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More On Medicaid Abuse

WASHINGTON (AP) — Much of the money that finances the 
Medicaid program winds up in the pockets of landlords instead of 
paying for medical care. Senate investigators say. 


A Senate subcommittee staff reported Monday after an eight- 
month study of the Medicaid program that fee-splitting 
agreements between physicians and landlords lead to numerous 
abuses. In effect, the physician ends up working for the landlord 
on a commission basis. Such agreements “ present serious moral, 
legal and ethical questions,” the subcommittee said. 


Hearings on Medicaid continued today before a subcommittee of 
the Senate Committee on Aging. The panel is headed by Sen. 
Frank E. Moss, I)-Utah. 


Meanwhile, Val J. Halamandaris, associate counsel of the 
Senate committee and the head of the investigation, said Medicaid 
bills from clinics and physicians surveyed in the study would be 
examined for any sign of criminal fraud. Prosecution would be 
sought if there is evidence of fraud, he said. In studying clinics in 
innercity areas, the investigators found that “ most of the 
(Medicaid) money went to businessmen who owned the building or 
held the lease.” 


Most of the physicians were allowed to keep about 20 to 40 per 
cent of the money they generated from Medicaid, the subcom­ 
mittee staff said. The physicians were under heavy pressure from 
their landlords to see more patients, order more medical tests and 


spend less and less time with each patient, it said. 


The report expressed “grave reservations that the Congress in­ 
tended 60 to 80 per cent of Medicaid monies to be spent for rent, to 
be relegated as profit for a businessman, rather than as a legi­ 
timate fee for the services rendered by practitioners.” 


The report said the practice presents serious ethical questions. 
It quoted from an opinion by the American Medical Association 
judicial council that said: “ An arrangement by virtue of which a 
physician leases office space for a percentage of gross income is 
not acceptable. It is violative of ethical principles.” 


The subcommittee staff said the percentage lease “ undeniably 
increases providers’ propensity to commit abusive practices.” In 
order to document the abuses. Moss and subcommittee investiga­ 
tors posed as indigent Medicaid patients and visited Medicaid 
clinics. 


They complained of having colds, although congressional doc­ 
tors had previously found them to In* in perfect health. A large of 
variety of ailments were diagnosed at the* clinics, and numerous 
costly and unnecessary tests were made, Moss said. Enough 
prescriptions were given them “ to till a five-drawer filing 
cabinet,” the report said. 


Investigators made a total of about 200 visits to Medicaid clinics 
in New York, California, Michigan and New Jersey. They es­ 
timated that 90 per cent of the medical care received at the clinics 
is inadequate.

Binary Gas Weapon Unveiled

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Scientists say the Pentagon is 
seeking funds to develop a new 
nerve gas weapon that they fear 
could usher in an era of 
“ dazzling, 
unbelievable” 
chemical weaponry. 


The device, 
known as a 
“ binary weapon,” would con­ 


tain two or more relatively 
harmless chemicals which form 
a highly toxic nerve gas when 
the weapon is fired, said Dr. 
R.J. Rutman, a University of 
Pennsylvania biochemist. He 
was here for a symposium on 
binary warfare at the American 
Chemical 
Society 
meeting 
today. 


“The binary weapon has been 


called the ‘escalatory weapon 
par excellence,”’ he told a news 
conference Monday. “The only 
effective response to it is a 
nuclear weapon or something 
more exotic.” 


Rutman said replacing exist­ 
ing stocks of nerve gas canisters 
with binary weapons could 
make nerve gas politically ac­

DETROIT (AP) - American 
Motors’ bus-making subsidiary 
has filed suit in federal court to 
block the Urban Mass Trans­ 
portation Administration (UM­ 
TA) from letting city transit 
authorities in Texas, California 
and Massachusetts use federal 
funds to purchase 393 buses. 


AM General Corp. charged 
UMTA violated the law by 
approving federal subsidies to a 
consortium of six authorities 
which did not allow for compe­ 


titive bidding on the bus order. 


The suit was filed Monday in 
U.S. District Court in Washing­ 
ton against both UMTA and the 
Department of Transportation.

An AMC spokesman con­ 
firmed the company awarded 
the bid was General Motors, 
which recently introduced a new 
transit bus — the RTS2 — GM’s 
first new bus design in 17 years, 
developed at a cost of $50 
million.

The Kalawaan and the Paw 


Paw Rivers offer 
canoeists 


fishing, easy paddling and

Both rivers got their names 


from the Potawatomi Indians 
who 
roamed 
their

Jiundreds of years ago. Paw 
Paw was the Indian name for 
the trees that still grow along 
the river. 


Kee-Kalaimzoo, 
meaning 


"where the water bolls In the 
pot." was applied to that river 
by Indians who noticed the 
whirling motion of the stream's 


The name also was given to a 


trading post established on the 
rivertaank in 1823, but six years 
later, the area's first permanent 
settler, Titus Branson, renamed 
the post in his own honor. 


The Indian name was adopted 


again in 1836 by temperance- 
advocating townsfolk who were 
angered by Bronson's love of 
liquor, but they shortened it to 
Kalamazoo 


The Paw Paw's east branch 


begins at Little Paw Paw Lake 
in Kalamazoo county while the 
west branch starts in Van Buren 
county. The two branches meet 
in Maple Lake in Paw Paw and 
travel north until joining the 
north branch, which has its 
start in Van Buren county's 
Wolk Lake. The river's main 
branch then proceeds westward 
through Van Buren and Berrien 
counties until it flows into the 
St. Joseph River just short of 
Lake Michigan.

Both the East and West 


branches of the Paw Paw are 
rated good trout streams. The 
main branch from Paw Paw 
downstream to the Watervliet 
Dam produces catches of pike,

Some steelhead and salmon can 
be caught just below the dam. 


The Kalamazoo River is at

The Naked Chicken Saga: 
Nothing To Crow About 


By AUSTIN WILSON

BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - Naked 
chickens get embarrassed. 


Their sex lives aren’t much to crow about. 
They pet sunburned, and they catch cold 
when temperatures drop. 


Dr. William Johnson is an expert on naked 
chickens. He’s been studying them for about 
four years — ever since his research as­ 
sociate, Dr. Robert Truax, found one in a 
newly hatched brood in the poultry science 
department at Louisiana State University. 
About three weeks later, they found another 
one — barely a feather on it — and decided: 
“We have to find out what’s causing this.” 


Johnson said he hasn't found (tut. yet, but 
he has learned a lot about naked chickens. 
For instance, he’s learned they apparently 
have no commercial value at all. 


They have to be* kept indoors to protect 
them from sunburn, and a thermostat turns 
on a heater when temperatures get below 75 
degrees to keep them from catching cold. 


“Because they have no feathers, they lose 
body heat and have to use much of their feed 
to keep warm, rather than for grow ing,” 
Johnson said. “They weren’t 
bred 
to 


eliminate plucking.” because they have a few 
deformed, tiny feathers that must be hand 
plucked. ‘‘We showed them to a couple of 
commercial people, and they just laughed, 
the same as I do,” he said. 


Aside from the physical problems, the 
chickens 
have 
social 
problems 
and 
psychological hangups, Johnson said. 


‘‘I guess ‘embarrassed’ is as good a word 
for it as any. You put one of them in with a 
flock of normal birds, and it huddles off in a 
corner by itself. The other birds won’t have 
anything to do with it until they get used to 
it,” he said. “ And then they’re just not as 
active sexually. They will court and strut 
much more than the normal bird. but they 
don’t mate as readily. 


‘‘Where a normal bird will strut, he’ll in­ 
terrupt it and mate at the first sign that the 
female is even halfway interested. A naked 
bird will just keep on strutting." 


Johnson said he hopes to hatch about 1(H) of 
the nude birds in about six weeks so LSU can 
continue trying to find out what genetic and 
chemical traits are associated with being 
Urn featherless. 


“I guess that’s what you call research for 
the sake of research,” he said.

In effect, the physician ends up working for the landlord 
on a commission basis. Such agreenwnts "present serious moral, 
fef»l and ethical questions," the subcommittee said.

Frank E. Moss, D-Utah.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Scientists say the Pentagon is

nerve gas weapon that they fear

lain two or more relatively 
harmless chemicals which form 
a highly toxic nerve gas when 
the weapon is fired, said Dr. 
R.J. Rutman, a University of 
Pennsylvania biochemist.

Society 
meeting 


today. 


"The binary weapon has been 


called the 'escalator)' weapon 
par excellence,'" he told a news 
conference Monday. "The only 
effective response to it is a 
nuclear weapon or something 
more exotic."

Austin was the 14th person indicted by the grand jury that is 


scheduled to expire next month.

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Hospitals Starting To Coordinate Roles 


A new pattern of “ service 
roles” for hospitals in Berrien 
county is emerging as a result 
of the concerns over costs, and 
trends in health care across the 
nation, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Sandra Bruce, administrator at 
Berrien General hospital. 


During a speech Monday at a 
luncheon meeting of the Twin 


Cass Will 
Show Old 
Tractors 


DOWAGIAC — On Sunday, 
Sept. 5, the Cass county His­ 
torical society will sponsor the 
last showing of what it describes 
as the worlds’ largest display of 
restored antique farm tractors 
and motor trucks. 


The exhibit is located six 
miles southwest of here on M-51. 
Over 350 vehicles are on display. 
Owner 
Earl Marhanka has 
donated use of nis collection to 
benefit the historical society. 
The exhibit will be open from 
noon to 5 p.m. Admission is 
$1.50 for adults and 75 cents for 
children under 12. 


Cities Rotary club at the St. 
Joseph Elks lodge, Mrs. Bruce 
said, “The die isn't cast yet, but 
I think that every administrator 
and every hospital board in this 
county has begun to re-examine 
the role of their hospital.” 


She said Berrien General’s 
place in this emerging pattern 
will 
be 
to concentrate 
on 
providing a “source of primary 
care” for the county’s residents. 


Mrs. Bruce is currently serv­ 
ing as president of the Tri- 
County Administrators associa­ 
tion, an organization of hospital 
administrators from Berrien, 
Cass and Van Buren counties. 


She noted that because of 
demands for more and better 
health services today, coupled 
with concern about increasing 
costs that are accompanying 
improvements in health care, 
American hospitals are begin­ 
ning to find it impossible to 
continue “to be all things to all 
people.” 


“The result is a new pattern 
... which includes coordinated 
roles for hospitals in a given 
area.” she said. 


Some hospitals, she said, will 
drop some traditional hospital 
departments, 
but 
will 
add 
highly-sophisticated 
special 
services 
which 
won’t 
be 


duplicated 
bv 
neighboring 
facilities. Other hospitals will 
concentrate on providing a 
broader range of “ primary care 
services.” 


Mrs. Bruce defined primary 
care as the “entry level” type of 
cart* in a hospital. This includes 
emergency room and outpatient 
services, as well as general 
medical and surgical services. 


She said there is a definite 
need for an institution that con­ 
centrates on primary care in 
central Berrien county. 


“ Berrien General’s role as a 
source for primary health care 
services doesn’t put the hospital 
in competition with any other 
institution in the area.” she 
said. Mrs. Bruce continued. 
“Our hospital doesn’t have any 
‘ambitions’ 
to 
provide 
specialized services such as 
kidney dialysis, a cardiac sur­ 
gery unit and so forth.” 


She cited throe factors behind 
the need for a hospital that con­ 
centrates on primary care in 
Berrien county. They are: 


—Gaps 
in 
primary 
care 
coverage 
provided 
by 
the 
present health care system. She 
noted that Berrien General 
serves a large patient popula­ 
tion in the central part of the 
county, but added that more 
than30 per cent of the hospital’s 
i>atients last year came from the 
Twin Cities area. 


—The need for an entry point 
into the health care system for 
patients 
who 
don’t 
have 
“adequate financial resources.” 
—The shortage of physicians 


in Berrien county. The walk-in 
clinical care available at the 
hospital ’ is 
important 
for 
Berrien county residents who do 
not have their own private 
physician 
Mrs. Bruce, who is working 
on a master’s degree in science 
and administration at Notre 
l>ame university, has been with 
Berrien (ieneral since 1%«. She 
served as business manager and 
assistant administrator before 
being appointed adm inistrator 
in 1974.

The Naked Chicken Saga: 
Nothing To Crow About

RATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 
Naked 


chickens get embarrassed. 


Their sex lives aren't much to crow about. 


They get sunburned, and they catch cold 
when temperatures drop. 
* 


Dr. William Johnson is an expert on naked 


chickens. He's been studying them for about 
four years — ever since his research as- 
sociate, Dr. Robert Truax, found one in a 
newly hatched brood in the poultry science 
department at Louisiana State University. 
About three weeks later, they found another 
one — barely a feather on it — and decided: 
"We have to find out what's causing this." 


Johnson said he hasn't found out, yet, but 


he has learned a lot abont naked chickens. 
For instance, he's learned they apparently 
haw no commercial value at ail. 


They have to be kept indoors to protect 


them from sunburn, and a thermostat turns 
on a heater when temperatures get below 75 
(fegrees to keep them from catching cold. 
" "Because they have no feathers, they lose 
body heat and hare to use much of their feed 
to keep warm, rather than for growing," 
Johnson said. "They weren't bred to 


eliminate plucking," because they have a few 
deformed, tiny feathers that must lie hand 
plucked. "We showed them to a couple of 
commercial people, and they just laughed, 
the same as I do," he saM. 


Aside from the physical problems, the 


chickens 
have 
social 
problems 
and 


psychological hangups, Johnson said. 


"1 guess 'embarrassed' is as good a word 


for it as any. You put one of them in with a 
flock of normal birds, and it huddles off in a 
corner by itself. The other birds won't have 
anything to do with it until they get used to 
it," he said. "And then they're just not as 
active sexually. They will court and strut 
much more than the normal hird, but they 
don't mate as readily. 


"Where a normal bird will strut, he'll in- 


terrupt it and mate at the first sign that the 
female is even halfway interested. A naked 
bird will just keep on strutting." 


Johnson said he hopes to hatch about 100 of 


the nude birds in about six weeks so LSU can 
continue trying to find out what genetic and 
chemical traits are associated with being 
born featherless. 


"I guess that's what you call research for 


the sake of research," he said. 


Robbery Suspects Ask Hearings

Jowph Efts lodge, Mrs. Bruce 
said, "The dfe tat cast yet, but 
1 think thai every administrator 
and every hospital board in this 
county has begun to re-examine 
the role of their hospital." 


She said Berrien General's 


place in this emerging pattern 
»ill he to concentrate on 
providing a "source of primary 
tare" for the county's residents. 


Mrs. Bruce is currently serv- 


ing as president of the Tri- 
t'ounty Administrators associa- 
tion, an organization of hospital 
administrators from Berrien. 
Cass and Van Buren counties. 


She noted that because of 


demands for more and better 
health services today, coupled 
with concern about increasing 
costs that arc accompanying 
improvements in health care, 
American hospitals are begin- 
ning to find it 'impossible to 
continue "to be all things to all 
people." 


"The result is a new pattern 


... which includes coordinated 
roles for hospitals in a given 
area," she said. 


Some hospitals, she said, will 


drop some traditional hospital 
departments, but will add 
highly-sophisticated 
special 


services 
which 
won't 
be 


duplicated 
by 
neighboring 


(acuities. Other hospitals will 
concentrate on providing a 
broader range of "primary care 
sen-ices." 
. Mrs. Bruce defined primary 
care as the "entry tend" type of 
care in a hospital. This includes 
emergency room and outpatient 
services, as well as general 
medical and surgical services. 


She said there is a definite 


need for an institution that con- 
centrates on primary care in 
central Berrien county. 


"iicrncn General's rwle as a 


source for primary health care 
services doesn't put the hospital 
in competition with any other 
institution in the area," she 
said. Mrs. Bruce continued. 
"Our hospital doesn't have any 
'ambitions' 
to 
provide 


specialized services such as 
kidney dialysis, a cardiac sur- 
gery unit and so forth." 


She cited three factors behind 


the need for a hospital that con- 
centrates on primary care in 
Berrien county. They are:

present health care system. She 
noted that Berrien General 
serves a large patient popula- 
tion in the central part of the 
county, but added that more 
than 30 per cent of the hospital's 
(latients last year came from the 
Twta Cities area.

"adequate financial resources." 


—The shortage of physicians 


in Berrien county, "flit1 walk-in 
clinical care available at the 
hospital' is 
important 
for 


Berrien county residents who do 
not have their own private 
physician. 


Mrs. Bruce, who is working 


on a master's degree in science 
and administration at Notre 
Dame university, has been with 
Berrien General since 1968. She 
served as business manager and 
assistant administrator before 
bcinc appointed administrator 
in 197-1.

They art* developing a 
deodorant than can be processed right into some clothing In a 
report to the American Chemical Society meeting here, the 
researchers said they have successfully treated cotton fabric's to 
produce a “timed-release” reaction that continuously kills odor- 
causing germs. According to the report cotton fibers dipped into a 
combination of chemicals including hydrogen peroxide were test­ 
ed in as many as 50 washings and remained completely free of 
bacteria. There are products oh the market now, including sweat 
socks, that offer built-in deodorant, but not the timed-re leased 
feature.

No Hikes 
In Steel 
Prices 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The 
nation's largest steel firms have 
withdrawn proposed 4.5 per cent 
price hikes on products used in 
autos and appliances. 
But General Motors says it 
will stand by retail price hikes 
averaging about 6 per cent on 
1977 autos. The firm had at­ 
tributed part of the increase to 
higher steel prices, but it said 
other factors still justify the 
new prices. 
U.S. Steel Corp., which ini­ 
tiated the proposed steel hikes 
Aug. 
13, 
announced 
their 
withdrawal Monday, two days 
before they were to become ef­ 
fective. Bethlehem, Jones & 
Laughlin, Wheeling-Pittsburgh 
and Inland indicated later Mon­ 
day that they would follow suit. 
“ U.S. Steel just sad no dice 
and that’s it.” said a steel com- 
pany spokesman who asked not 
to be identified. “ When big 
brother says no dice, we have to 
follow.” 
U.S. Steel said in a brief 
withdrawal statement that “ in 
spite of high demand and full 
cost justification 
for these 
products, competitive factors 
forced this decision.” 
The phrase “ competitive fac­ 
tors” was an apparent reference 
to an announcement Friday by 
fifth-ranked Armco Steel that it 
would delay the price hikes to 
•Jan. 1 because of “ competitive 
developments.” 
In Washington, a Ford ad­ 
ministration official said the 
rollback was due to conditions 
in the marketplace and not to 
government pressure. 
However, the Council on Wage 
and Price Stability had said 
after U.S. Steel made its initial 
increase announcement that it 
would accelerate a steel-price 
study. 
In its announcement. U.S. 
Steel gave no indication when 
future steel price hikes might 
occur. 
“ Future price changes for 
these products will depend on 
the competitive position in the 
market place,” the company 
said. 
A Cieneral Motors spokesman 
said that “ even with the steel 
price increase rolled back, our 
cost increases are substantially 
greater than our price increase. 
We therefore would not expect 
any change at this time.”

Misconduct Hearing Officer 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Tiie slate Supreme Court has ap- 
pointed an Appeals Court judge to hear formal charges of judicial 
misconduct against détroit Recorder’s Court Judge James Del 
Rio. The Supreme Court Monday named Appeals Court Judge 
Timothy C. Quinn. 68. as master to consider charges by the state 
.Judicial Tenure Commission against Del Rio. No hearing date was 
set. Quinn, a former Tuscola County prosecutor and circuit court 
judge, was elected to the Appeals Court in 1964 The Supreme 
Court took no action on a request by the Judicial Tenure Com­ 
mission to suspend Del Rio, a 53-year-old former Democratic 
legislator, pending the outcome of the case against him. The 
nine-member commission, after a year-long investigation, 
charged Del Rio with 23 instances of judicial misconduct. 


First Teacher Strike 


BEAVERTON. Mich. (AP) — Michigan had its first teacher 
strike Monday as all 84 instructors in the 1.870-student Beaverton 
School District refused to report for work. The teachers, members 
of the Beaverton Education Association, are without a contract. 
The teachers reportedly are unhappy with the school board’s offer 
on salary and fringe benefits. The board has proposed a base 
salary of $9,500 for first-year teachers with a bachelors degree, up 
from $9,250 last year. The BEA was seeking $9.900. Negotiators for 
the two sides met Monday night, but no progress was reported, 
and more bargaining was scheduled for 9 a.m. Friday. The 
teachers, meanwhile, have filed unfair labor charges with the 
Michigan Employment Relations Commission, contending the 
l*>ard arbitrarily set the school calendar without negotiations. A 
Nov. 4 hearing has been set for Gladwin County Circuit Court. 


Pickets Halt Bus Service 


CLIO, Mich. (AP) — About KM) pickets surrounded the Clio 
schools’ transportation center today, stopping bus service for the 
district’s 5,510 students and cutting down on classroom atten­ 
dance*.

Judge Found In Contempt 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Warren District Judge Roy N. 
Gruenburg has been found in contempt for performing marriages 
after being suspended from his judicial duties. The Michigan 
Supreme Court issued the contempt finding Monday, but decided 
to suspend punishment. The Supreme Court ordered Gruenburg 
last .Ian 26 to "refrain from acting as a judge” until misconduct 
charges leveled against him were resolved. But the Detroit Free 
Press revealed last .June that Gruenburg had performed marriage 
ceremonies for at least five Macomb County couples in April and 
May. The court ordered the judge to stop marrying people and the 
Tenure Commission asked the court to cite him for contempt. 
Misconduct charges against Gruenburg and upheld at a hearing 
allege the judge was drunk in public, tampered with criminal 
cases and associated with known criminals. The Supreme Court 
ultimately will determine whether Gruenburg should be 
reprimanded, suspended or removed from the bench.

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Three-Time Loser Handed 15 To 30 Years

A former Benton Harbor man 
who admitted to being an habi­ 
tual criminal by a «uiltv plea 
was sentenced 
Monday 
in 
Berrien Circuit court to 15 to 30 
years in prison. 


Judge William S. White im­ 
posed the prison term on Wilbur 
Gillespie Jr., 33, for perjury. 
The sentence uas longer than 
the normal maximum for per­ 
jury because Gillespie had 
pleaded guilty under the habi­ 
tual criminal statute. 


He was charged with lying 
under oath during a hearing 
.Ian. 15 in Berrien District 
court, and previous convictions 
included larceny in a building 
and uttering and publishing bad 
checks. The habitual criminal 
statute can be invoked when a 
person has three felony convic­ 
tions. 


Gillespie admitted to having 
"a pretty bad record,' but at­ 
tributed much of it to being with 
the “ wrong people at the wrong 
time." 


Before sentencing Gillespie, 
White warned: “ If you continue 
as you have in the past most of 
your life is going to be spent in 
various j>enal institutions.”

A 
reformatory staff member let the boys go because he 
feared Detroit youth gangs would raid the W. .1. 
Maxey Boys Training School to free* the two, said 
Green Oaks Township Police Officer Allan Steinaway. 
“ He felt that his life and the lives of the other boys in 
the unit were1 worth a hell of a lot more than these 
two,” Steinaway said. The staff member was not 
identified. 


State officials, however, denied the attack and 
phone calls were linked to gangs. Police said two

turday and fired at least five rounds from a powerful 
9mm semi-automatic pistol through the closed door. 
No one was hit. Later, a staff member claimed he 
received several telephoned threats warning that 
unless the two 16-year-olds were freed, another armed 
attack would be launched by the Black Killers and 
Errol Flynns, two youth gangs from Detroit’s east 
side. 


The two gangs have been linked to violence Aug. 15 
at Cobo Hall in downtown Detroit, where dozens of 
spectators at a rock concert were robbed and beaten. 
The staff member released the two youths, but they 
were recaptured by police Saturday and were re­ 
turned to a “ secure detention area” on the grounds,* 
officers said. Officials of the Michigan Department of 


Social Services, which operates the reformatory, said 
they would investigate. 


The* state officials strongly denied there was gang 
involvement in the incident. Training school officials 
said they believe the attackers were relatives of one of 
the two delinquents and that the incident was not tied 
to gangs. 


The two youths who were released are serving sen­ 
tences for breaking and entering and felonious as­ 
sault, training school authorities said. Virgil Pinck­ 
ney, director of juvenile institutions for the social 
services department, said it was the first time that 
shots have been fired in a breakout attempt at the 
reformatory. State Police said Monday there ha\e 
l)een 153 reported escapes so far this year.

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LONDON (AP) — ,Sixty-nine persons were held for a court 
hearing today after a night of rioting by black immigrants from 
the West Indies ended the annual Calypso Carnival in London’s 
Notting Hill district. More than 4(H) persons were injured, most of 
them in pinning street fights between police and blacks. About a 
third of the injured were police officers. Authorities said 60 
civilians and 29 police officers were hospitalized. Those arrested, 
including seven women, were charged with possession of offensive 
weapons, threatening behavior or assaulting the police, Scotland 
Yard said. 


“ It was the worst situation that I have seen in terms of violence 
in my 41 years in the brigade,” said Derek Fenton, London com­ 


missioner of the St. John's Ambulance Brigade. Motorists 
reported that police at some Thames River bridges were 
searching cars for weapons early today. West Indian community 
leaders said that between 200,000 and 300,000 non-white im­ 
migrants were in the Notting Hill district of North London when 
the violence erupted on the final night of the three-day festival of 
steel band music. flaVnboyant costumes, dancing and singing. It 
has be'en held during the annual three-day August bank holiday for 
10 years. 


Police sources said gangs of West Indian thieves from South 
London crossed the Thames to prey on the carnival crowds, and 
that the trouble began when several policemen arrested a pick­ 


pocket on a crowded street. Black youths tried to rescue him from 
them, and rioting broke out. Blacks began attacking automobiles 
carrying white's, robbing passers-by, smashing shop windows and 
looting the shops, and bombarding police with rocks, bricks, lx»t- 
tles and beer cans. Police, armed only with short nightsticks, 
grabl)ed garbagecan lids, boxes and milk-bottle cases for shields. 


Many of them had bloodied faces as they charged gangs of youths 
to clear the streets around Ladbroke Grove and Portobello Road. 


A West Indian community leader, Jeff Crawford, said West In­ 
dian youths were incensed by the sight of large numbers of 
uniformed police in the area on a festive occasion. Scotland Yard 


described the violence as “ widespread disorder caused by 
hooligans."

Britain’s 56 million people include 1.8 million West Indian. 
Asian and African immigrants. London’s first major racial 
clashes occurred in Notting Hill in August 1958. As a result of those 
disorders, nine white youths received long prison terms for as­ 
saulting non-whites. That ended large-scale racial violence in the 
city until Monday night. In the past two years, blacks have suf­ 
fered from growing unemployment, lower-class white Britons 
fearful of black competition have become hostile to the im­ 
migrants, and the relations between blacks and the police have 
deteriorated.

POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guadeloupe (A P) - A vapor 
explosion inside the Soufriere 
volcano showered 12 scientists 
with rocks and injured two of 
them, officials on this French 
Caribbean island reported. 


The explosion Monday was the 
largest since the1 4,813-foot-high 
volcano 
began 
emitting 
sulphurous fumes and ashes 
nearly eight weeks ago. But 
volcano experts did not classify 
the blast as an eruption. 


It caught 11 French scientists 
and one Briton near the rim of 
the fissure that opened in the 
side of the volcano on July 8. 
Falling rocks blocked the road 
down from the peak, and two 
helicopters rescued the scien­ 
tists. 


“ We might have been killed if 
it had not been for our hel­ 
mets,” said llaroun Tazieff. one 
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of 
France’s 
leading 
vol­ 
canologists. 


Francois Le Guern suffered a 
back injury and a scientist 
uanxMl Bof got a cut on a thigh. 
Both were re|»orted in satisfac­ 
tory condition. 


Two American scientists. Dr. 
Richard 
Fiske 
and 
W.T. 
Kinoshita, 
were 
taking 
measurements about halfway 
up the mountain, but they were 
not injured. 


In a telephone report to the 
U.S. 
Geological 
Survey 
in 
Washington, Fiske said the 
explosion was a "large one” 
that spewed forth clouds of ash, 
debris and mud. He said he 
believed the volcano would now 
subeside. 


Fiske and Kinoshita flew from 
Washington to Guadeloupe last 
week to observe La Soufriere. 
Fiske said there had l)een “ sig­ 
nificant inflation” of the vol­ 
canic activity in recent days. 


The government evacuated 
72,000 people living within a 
radius of six miles of La 
Soufriere more than two weeks 
ago after scientists predicted a 
major eruption. So far there has 
Iteeii continuous activity inside, 
the* crater, repeated explosions 
and numerous earth tremors, 
but not the predicted big erup­ 
tion.

Michigan Fire Ban 
Starts Wednesday 


LANSING, Mich 
(AP) - 
Open fires will be banned 
throughout the state’s northern 
forests, fields and marsh land 
areas starting at noon Wednes­ 
day, Gov. William Milliken ha.s 
announced 


Milliken said Monday he will 
sign an emergency proclama­ 
tion to that effect as soon as it is 
ready. 


“ Weather conditions and dry 
ground cover have turned most 
of Michigan into a v irtual tinder 
box,” Milliken said. 


The order, covering all of the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
and 
the 
northern Lower Peninsula north 
of a line through Bay, Midland, 
Isabella. Mecosta, Newaygo and 
Oceana counties, will prohibit 
tin* burning of debris, smoking 
and campfires. 


Thirty-three Lower Peninsula 
and 
15 U.P. 
counties are 
covered. 


Milliken said the special 
order is being issued at the 
request of the Department of 
Natural Resources, which says 
wild fire conditions are the 
worst m 10 years. 


He said the DNR reported that 
931 fires have damaged 14,598 
acres of state-managed public 
lands this year, including an 
estimated 10.000 acres in the 
Manistique River State Forest 
near Seney.

Michigan Supreme Court 


It is not often the opposition hands 
the 
GOP 
an 
opening, 
but 
the 
Democratic state convention’s Sunday 
session in Detroit may have given the 
Republicans the chance to hold on to 
control of the state supreme court. 


At the present time the court 
numbers four Republican m em bers, 
two Democrats and one Independent 
Democrat. 


Thomas Giles Kavanagh, the chief 
justice and a Democratic regular, 
seeks re-election this November 2d. 


Two Milliken appointees, Lawrence 
Lindemer and James Ryan, seek elec­ 
tion for the remainder of the terms to 
which the Governor selected them in 
filling vacancies last year. 


The three will be listed on the non­ 
partisan ballot and identified by hav­ 
ing their incumbency status imprinted 
below their names. This identification 
is not a sure fire guaranty of victory, 
but normally it gives the incumbent a 
leg up over his opponent. 


Running 
against 
Ryan 
will 
be 
Charles Kaufman, a fellow circuit 
court judge from Detroit. 


Lindemer faces a divided opposition 
in the form of Blair Moody, Jr., a 
nominee of the Sunday convention, and 
Zolton Fereney, a former Democratic 
state central chairman who bolted the 
organization a few years ago to create 
the Human Rights party. 


Kavanagh’s 
opposition 
is 
from 
within and outside his party. The 
Republican 
nominee 
is 
Joseph 
Swallow, an Alpena circuit judge. The 
Democratic 
nominee 
is 
Roman 
Gribbs, an ex-sheriff and former 
mayor from Detroit. 


This hodge podge results from 
grumblings within the Democrats’ 
upper echelon.

Kavanagh for some time 
in

following that party line when it comes 
to deciding cases before the court and 
they are leery of what his position 
might be if a legislative reapportion­ 
ment problem should arise five years 
from now.

The drop-off from the partisan ballot 
to the nonpartisan is so pronounced, 
some times as much as 4(1 per cent, 
that forecasting the November 2d out­ 
come in the supreme court races 
requires a crystal ball clearer than 
any we have in stock.

experiments conducted in the lander’s 
organic molecule analyzer found no

building blocks of life on earth. 


Viking scientists still continue to 
search for signs of life on the planet. 
More experiments are scheduled, and 
the Viking II lander is expected to 
touch down in a region called Utopia 
on Friday, Sept. 3. This site is about 
4,000 miles from Viking 1 — halfway 
around the plane and much farther 
south. Scientists are more optimistic 
about finding life signs in that area, 
since the atmosphere contains more 
water vapor. 


Life on Mars may still exist even if 
Viking instrument detect no organic 
residue. Most of the organic material 
found in the earth’s soil comes from 
decomposed organisms. Only a small 
amount is from living organisms. As 
has been pointed out by chief Viking 
biologist Harold P. Klein, it is possible 
that dead organisms are not left to 
decay on Martian soil. Carbon residue 
could somehow be escaping into the 
atmosphere or living Martian micro­ 
organisms could be eating the dead 
(tries 


Of all the planets in our solar sys­ 
tem, Mars has been considered the 
most likely one to harbor life. The 
planet has long fascinated scientists 
and science fiction writers. Little 
Martian green men have a permanent 
place in our myths and fantasies. But 
what would be the ultimate meaning of 
earth's inhabitants if life were indeed 
to be found on the red planet? For as­ 
tronomer Carl Sagan, the discovery of 
life on Mars would strongly indicate 
the existence of life in other solar sys­ 
tems. 
“ The 
conclusion 
naturally 
presents itself that we might be able to 
communicate, using radio telescopes, 
with intelligent beings on planets of 
other stars,” he said in an interv iew in 
U.S. News & World Report. “ T hat’s 
why it will be so exciting if we do find 
life on mars.”

Reagan Has It, 


Ford Needs It 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Elections are won by workers, 
not by advertisements or TV 
shows or handouts, especially 
when the same amount of 
money is spent by competing 
candidates. 


Jimmy Carter has shown 
some considerable ability in at­ 
tracting workers — and in 
whipping 
them 
up 
to 
ac­ 
complishing more than they’d 
believed possible. 


President Ford, for all his 
rugged honesty, has not. 


This is where Mr. Ford need­ 
ed Ronald Reagan, Of all the 
candidates 
vying 
for 
the 
nomination on either ticket, 
Reagan alone had the ability to 
get workers climbing out of 
their chairs with enthusiasm. 


I am not referring here to 
ideology-, strong or mild con­ 
servatism, 
middle-of-the- 
roadism or liberalism. I am 
concerned 
rather 
with 
something which some men 
have which causes numbers of 
men and women whom they 
scarcely know, whom they’ve 
never personally met, to choke 
up, to be moved to action with 
strong purpose. 


I noticed a very unusual thing 
at the Republican National Con­ 
vention at Kansas City. Usually, 
w’hen a nominee wins, there is a 
heavy switching of votes, by 
delegates and states wishing to 
join the bandwagon. Not so at 
Kansas City. The vote on the 
rules change made it clear that 
Mr. Ford would win; but no 
great move to the President 
followed. To an extent that was 
wholly remarkable the Reagan 
delegates held firm. 


All this with relatively little* 
rancor and a great deal of 
friendly give and take with the 
Ford side of the convention. 


Now I submit that this ability, 
as demonstrated by Reagan, to 
gather and hold the allegiance 
of workers nationwide is no 


mean accomplishment — one 
which Mr. Ford must find some 
way of bringing to him if he is to 
win the election against Jimmy 
Carter this November. 


There are some who pass the 
Reagan charm off to his acting 
experience, or to his strong 
conservatism. 


I think neither analysis is 
true. 


As an actor he did not create 
the numbers of ardent followers 
won by such as John Wayne, 
Gary Grant or Henry Fonda. 
And tough actors, at one time, 
were regularly asked their poli­ 
tical opinions, few have great 
political followings. 


As for his conservatism. Note 
that Reagan’s followers, almost 
to a man, stood by him after his 
selection 
of 
Sen. 
Richard 
Schweiker as his running mate. 
And all in the business have 
Schweiker labeled as a distinct 
liberal. 


What Reagan projects is a 
feeling of a man who believes in 
something who will not give up 
working for what he believes 
whatever comes — and who in­ 
vites you in the audience to 
work alongside him. I find that 
he impresses numbers of men 
and women who would not all 
agree with the solutions he 
offers. 


Up close, as at a distance, it 
would 
appear 
there 
is 
no 
arrogance and no pomposity 
about him; sometimes he gives 
the appearance of being a shy 
young man, even when making 
strong statements. 


There’s little doubt that most 
of the Reagan {>eople will end up 
by voting for Mr 
Ford in 
November. But that’s not the 
point. Who will inspire these 
men and women to work day 
and night and weekends, and 
thousands more like them, to 
get out the Ford vote among 
Republicans, Democrats and 
Independents? 


Here's Vote 


For Coolidge 


Democratic orators, most no­ 
tably Senator Walter Mondale, 
have taken to reeling off two 
lists of modern presidents: first, 
Harding, 
Coolidge, 
Hoover, 
Eisenhower, Nixon and Ford; 
and then Wilson, Roosevelt, 
Truman. Kennedy and Johnson. 
The magnificence of the latter 
list and the contrasting squalor 
of the former one are supposed 
to Ix* laughably self-evident. 


Before this sinks in and 
becomes accepted as fact, a 
variety of questions ought to be 
raist'd. 


Calvin Coolidge, for example, 
is supposed to be an especially 
uninspiring figure. 


It might lx* well, however, to 
remind our current orators Chat 
during Coolidge’s somnolent in­ 
cumbency the Federal budget 
actually shrunk. So did the na­ 
tional debt. On four separate 
occasions. Federal taxes were 
slashed. Consumer prices fell 
2.3 [XT cent. Unemployment 
stood at alxiut 3.5 per cent. 


Any 
candidate 
in 
1976 
promising circumstances of 
that sort would correctly be 
regarded as a utopian dreamer. 


Nor is that all. The nation at 
the same time experienced an 
increment of prosperity possi­ 
bly 
without 
historical 
precedent. 


The number of automobiles on 
American roads increased from 
8 million to 23 million. Sym­ 
bolically enough, during 1925 
and 1926, the once somber 
looking cars burst out in a whole 
rainbow of colors, from Floren­ 
tine cream to Versailles violet, 
due to the invention of pyroxylin 
finishes. 


Between 1922 and 1927, the 
purchasing power of American 
wages 
increased, 
actually 
increased, at the rate of more 
than 2 per cent per year. Up at 
the top of the social pyramid, 
the number of Americans who 
paid taxes on incomes of over a 
million dollars jumped from 75 
to 283. 


No 
wonder 
people 
went 
around humming the hit tune, 
"It Ain’t Gonna Rain No More. ” 


During 
those 
somnolent 
years, when nothing is supposed 
to have been happening, radio 
sak*s rose from $60 million to 
$842 million per year, a jump of 
1,400 per cent 


Radio, of course, transformed 
the national consciousness. It 
increased our sense of na- 
tionhood and brought the rest of 
the world into the American 
living room. 


At the same time, figures like 
Charlie Chaplin, Douglas F air­ 
banks, and Clara Iiow were 
having their own impact on the 
national psyche. The big names 
in s|x>rts embodied the national 
sense of power and accomplish­ 
ment: Jack Dempsey, Babe 
Ruth, Bill Tilden.
